1 . PURSUANT TO THE QUERIES POSED REFTEL, THE FOLLOWING 
LIST REPRESENTS A DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF SIGNIFICANT 
US-ORIGIN EQUIPMENT IN THE POSSESSION OF THE GOES SECURITY FORCES 
LOCATED IN AND AROUND SAN SALVADOR ON FEBRUARY 28. THE 

LIST IS BROKEN DOWN INTO THE MAJOR UNITS, PARTS OF EACH 
OF WHICH PARTICIPATED IN QUELLING THE POST-ELECTION DISTURB- 
ANCES. THE MATERIALS INVOLVED WERE ACQUIRED OVER A PERIOD 
OF YEARS, AND IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO CATEGORICALLY STATE THAT EACH 
UNIT HAS THE EQUIPMENT THAT WAS ORIGINALLY ISSUED TO IT. 

2. THE NATIONAL POLICE, AND ELEMENTS OF THE CAVALRY AND 1ST 
INFANTRY BRIGADE OF THE ARMY, WERE EMPLOYED IN THE CLEARING 
OF THE PROTESTERS FROM THE PLAZA LIBERT AD ON FEBRUARY 28. 

THE NATIONAL POLICE AND 1ST BRIGADE WERE THE MAJOR FORCES 
INVOLVED IN THE FOLLOW-ON DISTURBANCES. 

3. IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO DETERMINE THE NUMBER OF US-ORIGIN 
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WEAPONS USED IN THE ABOVE MENTIONED INCIDENTS. HOWEVER, APPROX- 
IMATELY 70 PERCENT OF THE TOAL SMALL ARMS (INDIVIDUAL WEAPONS) 

OF THE MILITARY UNITS IN EL SALVADOR INCLUDING THE NATIONAL 
POLICE AND THE NATIONAL GUARD ARE SAID TO BE NON-US WEAPONS. 

THE STANDARD WEAPON OF THE INDIVIDUAL ARMY SOLDIER IS THE BELGIUM- 
MADE G-3 RIFLE. THE US M l GARAND RIFLE IS USED PRIMARILY FOR IN 
TERIOR GUARD OF INSTALLATIONS AND TRAINING. THE STANDARD 
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WEAPON OF THE NATIONAL POLICE IS THE .38 SMITH AND WESSON, US- 
MADE REVOLVER, AND US M-l CARBINE. THE STANDARD WEAPON OF THE 
NATIONAL GUARD IS THE G-3 RIFLE AND THE MACHETE.

5. SOME SMALL AND INSIGNIFICANT MILITARY UNITS SUCH AS 
MILITARY HOSPITAL, MILITARY ACADEMY AND OTHER SERVICE SCHOOLS, 

AND HEADQUARTERS DETACHMENTS (NAVY AND GENERAL STAFF) NOT IN- 
CLUDED. INSIGNIFICANT ITEMS OF EQUIPMENT SUCH AS FLASHLIGHTS 
ALSO NOT INCLUDED. THESE COULD BE FURNISHED IF REALLY NEEDED.
